Thirty-nine Year* Ago To-day Trouble

I T was the patriotism of the common 
people of France, the same devotion 
to their country that stayed them 
through the desperate days of the war, 
that really triumphed in the reeeut as¬ 
sault on the franc. 

This becomes clear as details of what 
happened come to light. 

The attack on French exchange was 
made possible by the existence of sixty, 
billion franca'in treasury and credit na¬ 
tional bonds payable at short notice, 
without means of meeting them other 
than recourse to the printing press. Along 
with this situation was the attitude of 
some big borrowers in France who saw 
a chance to profit if the franc could be 
hammered down so that they eould 
liquidate their debts in depr eciated 
money as was done. l>y (It-f ItUlfl industrial 
leaders through the collapse of the mark. 
Nome foreign debtors to France saw a 
similar opportunity to pay their bills at 
cut rates. 

The willingness of the French people 
to sacrifice themselves once more, hoW= 
ever blocked the way,' just as French 
soldiers did at Verdun. The temptation 
of inflation was resisteaU-taxes were in¬ 
creased and the French peasants dng 
down in the stocking once more to pay up. 
British and American bankers inspired 
by thjs display came to tbeir assistance 
with credits of some $12’>,000.000.

At tbe end of the first six months of 
his work he reported* to his Minister 
giving nn account of his activities 
since his appointment.

In the course of his duties he has 
naturally been asked to set* many 
IMtlonts professionally, but he has 
done so only when the attending phy¬ 
sician has referred the case to him.

lutes, service dub*, fraternal socie¬ 
ties. etc.; the attendance nt these 
meetings has averaged about fifty 
persons, of the 140 persons seen in 
consultation fifty-one were non- 
tubercular.'
